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Battleships and Air Bombers 
r A SSUMING for the moment that the contention of the few 
jML remaining advocates of militarism is true that war is always 
to be, the major question for them to decide at this juncture in 
regard to $40,000,000 battleships is whether an airplane can 
be constructed which can fly across the Atlantic ocean carrying 
a burden of from two to six tons. 
Realizing that airplane construction is only in its infancy 


and accepting the word of air enthusiasts that the above feat 
is even now on the verge of accomplishment, then the advocates 
of $40,000,000 battleships will have increasing troubles In con- 
vincing even their own kind that it is longer worth while to tax 
people for a war device which will be admittedly helpless 
against fleets which inhabit the air. 


The sinking of the battleship Alabama in the bombing tests 


off Tangier Island demonstrates again how deadly a weapon for 
attack the airplane has become. It'confirms the most hopeful 
predictions of the aviation enthusiasts. So far as they have 
progressed with the limited means at their disposal, the filing 
men have proved that with practical certainty they can sink 
any warship afloat. 
The heaviest armor-clad vessel is at their 
mercy when they rain high explosives upon it. 


It will be interesting to see if the naval expats will have 
anything more convincing to say in connection withlhe destruc-

an indemnity without at the same time ruining industry and 
commerce all over the world. Thpy expected that Central Eu- 
rope could be kept in economic servitude at the margin of sub- 
jsistence without at the same time ruining the prosperity of the 
Allied countries. 


They expect that Silesia can be arbitrarily partitioned with- 


out setting up a continuous and implacable economic disorder 
in Europe. They expect that Europe can recuperate and pay 
her debts in the face of a tariff-wall set up against her products 
by the United States. A 11 this is pre-eminently the sort of thing 
that Mr. Yves-Guyot had in mind when ..he said that economic 
laws have no respect whatever for political frontiers and po- 
litical boundaries. 


It is interesting to note that a man of M. Yves-Guyot's type 
never has any place in a political conference. 
We would 


wager that neither M. Yves-Guyot nor anyone like him—and he 
is not the only one of his kind in France, by any means—will ac- 
company the French delegation to Washington in November. 
What use could the Briands and Poincares have for him if he 
were there?—The Freeman.
